If this rate con- 
tinues to the end of the holiday 
period at midnight tonight, the 
I1m\ toll would surpass the rec- 
ord of 413 highway fatalities ;n 
the four-day Memorial Day ob- 
servance of 1957.

Arnold L. Gesell, widely known in 
the fields of pediatrics and child 
development, died at his home 
today. He was 80, 


Gesell in 1911 founded the Clinic 


of Child Development at (Sie Yale 
Medical School. He retired as di- 
rector of the clinic and a profes- 
sor of child hygiene on July l, 
1948. 


In 1950, Gesell founded the Ge- 


sell Institute of Child Develop- 
ment in New Haven. 


He was the author of more than 


two dozen books on subjects re- 
lated to child development, and a 
daily newspaper column on the 
subject. 


He was born at Alma, Wis.
